The idea of placing a 
brick in a toilet tank in 
order to conserve water has 
been labeled “ridiculous” by 
the largest manufacturer of 
replacement toil e t tank 
level control valves, and by 
the leading publication ser¬ 
ving the plumbing industry.

Gordon emphatically la¬ 
beling the remarke as “ridi¬ 
culous” followed up his be¬ 
lief with the following re¬ 
marks . . .

“In order to displacce 
water which actually flush¬ 
es, any object placed in the 
tank must be above the 
minimum drainage level. 
Thus, the hoizontal brick 
will do no good at all, and 
savings from the vertical 
brick are greatly reduced.

The idea of the brick in 
the toilet seems to come up 
every few years. It would be 
surprising how many people 
in Sierra Madre have bricks 
in their tolet tank and have 
the mistaken notion that 
some good is coming from it. 
About the only thing they 
receive from this maneuver 
is a broken toilet tank, and 
this is expensive.

“Those concerned with 
water conservatnon need 
to explain and promote water 
thrift, not gimmicky plans 
like the 'brlck-ln-the-tank,’ 
said Gordon. More water is 
lost by people warming 
showers with both cold and 
hot taps on, than can be 
saved with a brick. A leaky 
toiler tank or faucet will 
lose more water than this. 
And running a half loaded 
dlshwashed can easily waste 
as much as 30 gallons per

“No gimmick can beat an 
educational program p r o - 
moted actively to the public. 
And unfortu n at e 1 y, the 
‘brick-in-the-tank’ plan is 
one of the more wasteful 
and least effective g i m - 
micks,” concluded Gordon . .

Schools Take Part 
In Arbor Day 
Program Mar. 7 

An educational program, 
aimed at making students in 
Los Angeles and adjoining 
county schools more aware 
of the meaning of Arbor 
Day has been developed by 
the Education Division of 
the Los Angeles County De¬ 
partment of Arboreta and 
Botanic Gardens. 

This year more than 96(' 
elementary scho o 1 s and 
some 50 junior high and 
high schools involving more 
than 500,000 students will 
participate in the program 
which will get under way 
March 7, the traditional day 
for celebrating Arbor Day- 
in California and most 
other states. 

The two-part program con¬ 
sists of teacher resource 
packets sent to school 
science curricula coordina¬ 
tors for dissemination to 
teachers, and a gift of a 
tree for planting on school 
grewnds. Costs for the pro¬ 
gram have been partially 
underwritten by the Oak 
Tree Foundation of Santa 
Anita racetrack and the 
California Aboretum Found¬ 
ation. 

The resource packets as¬ 
sembled by the volunteers or 
the Arboretum Foundation, 
contain a history of Arbor 
Day, Information on forests 
and reforestation, a collec¬ 
tion of tree facts related to 
the environment, suggestions 
for indoor and outdoor 
games involving knowledge 
of trees, and an entry form 
for a national contest for 
teachers and schools deve¬ 
loping the best tree pro¬ 
gram. 

This year’s Arbor Day- 
tree is the silk floss tree 
(Chorisia Speciosa), a color¬ 
ful tree from Brazil that 
puts c<ut a brlllian display 
of purple-hued flowers for 
three months or more every 
fall. A thousand of these 
trees have been growing for 
the past year in five-gallon 
cans at the Los Angelos 
State and County Arboretum 
in Arcadia.

CAPITOL DOME 


Tho key phrase now being 
bandied about in the halls ot 
Congress, heard from var¬ 
ious Carter Administration 
spokesmen before commit¬ 
tees and found in the wTit- 
ings and speeches of econo¬ 
mists, is ‘‘economic stimulus 
package." Under the Con¬ 
gressional Budget and Im¬ 
poundment Control Act of 
1974, Congress has the re¬ 
sponsibility to establish ag¬ 
gregate targets for Federal 
spending and revenues. The 
third concurrent resolution 
on the budget will be de¬ 
bated within the next few 
weeks, and Congress must 
consider what it will do to 
stimulate the economy. In 
simplified terms, what all 
this discussion about the 
‘‘economic stimulus packag''" 
means is how do we get the 
American economy mov'ing 
again and what measures 
are needed by the Federal 
Government to accomplish 
this end. 

A substantial number of 
us in Congress believe very 
strongly that now that wc 
have been out of the Viet¬ 
nam war for almost four 
years we shonjld give the 88 
million working people of 
this country' a Federal tax 
reduction. That would do 
more than anything to stim- 
.ulate and encourage the 
American economy. Several 
of us are, herefore, advo¬ 
cating a ton percentage point 
reduction in personal in¬ 
come tax across the board 
because we know that each 
one of those 88 million work¬ 
ing p)eople would use that 
“tax windf a 11,” e i t h|e r 
through spending or saving, 
far more productively than 
the Federal bureaucracy. 
This is not a “pie in the 
sky” proposal and let me 
give you a few illustrations 
why. Prime Minister James 
Callaghan, the leader of the 
Labor Party Government in 
Great Britain, has recently 
stated: 

“We used to think that yott 
could spend your way out of 
a recession ... I tell you, 
in all candor, that that op¬ 
tion no longer exists, and 
that insofar as it ever did 
exist, it only worked by in¬ 
jecting bigger doses of in¬ 
flation into the economy fol¬ 
lowed by higher levels of 
unemployment as the next 
step. This is the history of 
the past twenty years.” 

There are historical prece¬ 
dents which show that per¬ 
manent tax rate reductions 
effectively stimula t e the 
economy. An example in re¬ 
cent times is the Kennedy 
tax cuts of 1962-65. Arguing 
in favor of the Kennedy tax 
cuts (which amounted to re¬ 
ductions in tho corporate and 
individual tax rates equiva- 
len to S30 billion in today’s 
economy), former Ways and 
Means Committee Chairman 
Wilbur Mills stated the fol¬ 
lowing on the economic 
benefits of tax cuts: 

“There are two roads the 
government could follow to¬ 
ward a larger, more pros¬ 
perous economy — the tax 
reduction road or the gov¬ 
ernment expenditure road . . 


John Rousselot, 26i-h District 

. . The tax reduction road 
gets us ... to a bigger, 
more prosperous, more effi¬ 
cient economy with a larger 
share of that enlarged eco¬ 
nomic activity initiating in 
the decision of individuals 
to increase consumption and 
business concerns to increase 
I heir productive capacity.” 

Many e.xpressed concern 
that the rate reductions pro¬ 
posed by Kennedy would re¬ 
sult in massive reve n u e 
losses. His Secretary of the 
Treasury argued that six- 
year revenue losses would 
total $89 billion. The fact is 
there were gains of $54 bil¬ 
lion realized over a six-year 
period as the following fig- 
,ures illustrate: 

The first figure given is 
the year; the second, the 
U.S. Tresary estimates reve¬ 
nue losses, expressed in bil¬ 
lion, and the third figure, 
actual revenue gains: 1963, 
2.4, 7; 1964, 5.2, 6; 1965, 13.3, 
4; 1966, 20. 14; 1967, 23.7. 
19; 1968, 24.4, 4; for a total 
of $89, $54, or total dif¬ 
ference in estimates of $143. 

Another example was 
when Congress en a c t e d 
President Coolidge’s recom¬ 
mendations in 1924 for large 
cuts in perscual and corpor¬ 
ate taxes. In analyzing the 
effects of these reductions, 
Jude Wanniski wrote the fol¬ 
lowing in an article for the 
“National Observer”: 

“The low tax rates not 
only produce an enormous 
expansion of the economy, 
with real per capita income 
increases approaching four 
per cent a year, but they 
also produced sufficient re¬ 
venue to pay off almost a 
third of the national debt, 
slicing it back to $17 billion 
by 1928. In eight years 
American productivity —out¬ 
put per man-hour — in¬ 
creased by 30 per cent.” 

In considering the “eco¬ 
nomic sctimulus package” in 
jtroparation for the third 
budget resolution, it is hoped 
that Congress will learn 
from history and act now 
with personal income tax 
cuts.

More than $120 million 
has been distributed to Cali¬ 
fornia cities and counties 
from the February allocatioji 
of sales and use tax re¬ 
ceipts. 

(leorge R. Reilly, memben. 
State Board of Equalization 
announced that California 
cities received $78.2 miilion 
and the counties $12.8 mT- 
lion for a combined cities 
and counties total of $91. 
million. The counties also 
received $22.6 million from 
tho one quarter per cent 
local sales and use tax for 
the county local transporta¬ 
tion fund. 

The city of Sierra Madre 
received $10,000 as its share 
of the $78.2 million, and the 
county .of Los .Angeles re¬ 
ceived $2,075,000, plus $8,- 
062,500 from the one-q.uarter 
per cent county local trans¬ 
portation fund.

Homo 
air charcoal filtering sys¬ 
tems of the type used in 
space travel, submari n e s 
and famous respiratory hos 
pitals are available at veiy 
reasonable cost and seme 
models are also provided to 
put in a mobile home or in 
your car when you are driv 
ing across town. I have ob¬ 
served emphysema cases 
that were very comfortable 
in the air-filtered hospital, 
hut became worse as scon 
as they returned to their un¬ 
filtered homes. 

It is a smart thing to be¬ 
gin taking care of your 
lungs before you have res¬ 
piratory problems. Preven¬

men and Senators, Schaba¬ 
rum encouraged their sup¬ 
port of a bill Introduced by 
United States Representative 
B. F. Sisk of Fresno which 
would authorize the Secre¬ 
tary of Health, Education 
and Welfare to repay the 
County its costs in caring 
for ailing illegal aliens. 

“I have informed Con¬ 
gressman Sisk,” says Scha¬ 
barum, "that an estimated 
$53 million annually is spent 
by the County Department 
of Health Services for non¬ 
reimbursed health care pro¬ 
vided to nonresidents, 90 
per cent of which Is for Il¬ 
legal aliens. Emergency care 
accounts for an estimated 
$11.4 million of this 
amount.” 

Schabarum says he has no 
Quarrel wtih the humani¬ 
tarian aspects of providing 
health services to illegal 
aliens, "it is a moral obliga¬ 
tion of all involved In gov¬ 
ernment to do so.” 

"I am concerned, however, 
with the question of who 
has the ultimate responsibi¬ 
lity of paying for those serv¬ 
ices.” says Schabarum. 

He says he believes It be¬ 
longs to the Federal govern¬ 
ment, which is responsible 
for controlling the flow of 
immigrants, legal or illegal, 
into California. 

"The uncontrolled influx 
of illegal aliens into this 
country,” says Schabamm, 
"is having a major impact 
on the cost of local gov¬ 
ernment.”

The 
citizen remarked to his wife, 
that he thought it was sillv 
for the store to spend the 
postage to notify him that 
he did not owe them any¬ 
thing, hut sometimes that is 
the way life is. so he filed 
the bill among his paid ac¬ 
counts. 


If you’re having a little trouble these days getting 
through to your kids when you try to discuss illegal drug 
use, it may be because they know a lot more than you 
do about the subject. 

We can’t promise to make you an expert, but 
we can help you to catch up a little. Here are a few facts 
to talk from: 

1. Marihuana: 

Its use is a felony. Conviction, even with a suspended 
sentence, may cause interruption of education, 
difficulty in obtaining a driver’s license in some stales, 
entering a profession, getting a responsible job. While 
marihuana, which is not a narcotic, does not cause physical 
dependence, it may lead to “psychological dependence” 


if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe,” Research is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects. 

2. LSD: 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual. 
There is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. *‘Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician’s prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically, 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses can 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).

INVESTMENTS IN GROWTH STOCKS 


Q. — Could you explain 
why, so far in 1977, the 
market averages like the 
Dow Jones Industrials seem 
to be coming down while at 
the same time there seem to 
be more stocks going up and 
hitting new highs each day 
than there are stocks go¬ 
ing down? 

A. — You are absolutely 
right in describing what has 
been happening. Securities 
cf some of the biggest com¬ 
panies and particularly those 
which have been selling at 
higher price earnings ratios 
have been seeing their prices 
fall substantially and at the 
same time the prices of 
many other stocks have been 
going up. 

What seems to be happen¬ 
ing is that Instittuions, the 
banks, pension funds, mti- 
lual funds and other large 
purchasers of securi ties, 
which normally are the big¬ 
gest buyers of the largest 
corporations and the estab¬ 
lished gro\vth compan i e s 
selling at high price earn¬ 
ings ratios seem to have al¬ 
tered their purchasing pat¬ 
terns. Recently they seem to 
have been lightening their 
holdings of these companies 
which normally make up the 
biggest part of their port¬ 
folios and buying some of 
the slightly smaller com¬ 
panies that have fine re¬ 
cords. The selling of the one 
group of stocks and the 
buying of the other had re¬ 
sulted in the prices of the 
averages falling (because 
the stocks where the selling 
is taking place include those 


which make up the aver¬ 
ages) while those of the 
smaller companies which are 
being bought are going up. 

I would look at this as 
a temporary situation since 
most of the very large com¬ 
panies have excellent fu¬ 
tures and buying should re¬ 
turn to them at a later date. 

Q. — I see the term ADR 
used in the stock market. 
Can you tell me w’hat it 
means? 

A. — ADR stands for 
American Depository R e - 
ceipt. These receipts which 
are receipts for certificates 
of stock of a foreign cor¬ 
poration which have been de¬ 
posited with a bank or other 
custodian. They are bought 
and sold in this country just 
as if they were the stock 
of the foreign corporation. 
The use of these ADR’s in¬ 
stead of the actual stock of 
the foreign corp o r a ti o n 
solves a lot of the paper 
work and other red tape that 
would be involved in trading 
the foreign certificates them¬ 
selves. 

Q. _ My investment club 
owns shares of AVCO com¬ 
pany and this year the com¬ 
pany reported that its con¬ 
solidated net earnings were 
$6.74 and then it had an¬ 
other etrnings figure of 
$2.90. That’s a big difference 
and it seems to me like it 
should only report one fig¬ 
ure. 

A. — AVCO’s actual 
earnings were $6.74, hut the 
company has an unusual sit- 
utaion and the $2.90 is an

effort to tell you what earn¬ 
ings wowld have been if the 
abnormal factors affecting 
the company hadn’t existed. 
For instance, the company 
has been disposing of some 
operations and the $2.90 fig¬ 
ure is tn effort to suggest 
what the company would 
have earned on the busi¬ 
ness w'hich it now has left 
and without the profits and 
losses it incurred this year 
in disposing of operations. 
Also, the company has had 
substantial losses in recent 
j’ears which rave served to 
make part of this year’s in¬ 
come tax free and conse¬ 
quently larger. The (company 
is telling you that while this 
year’s profits are excep¬ 
tionally large, there have 
been special factors which 
won’t be present in the fu¬ 
ture. You should base your 
future expectations on where 
the company will go from 
the $2.90 figure. 

Q. — Is there any set of 
figures which will show how 
the individual investor do-’s 
as compared with some of 
the professionally managed 
funds like pension funds or 
mutual funds? 

A. — It’s easy to get fig¬ 
ures on the earnings rates ^ 
of pension funds and also on 
mutual funds. The problem 
is finding figures that might 
represent what the indivi¬ 
dual as a group does. The 
only figures gathered wihch 
I know of that represent the 
Investment results of a sub¬ 
stantial number of indivi¬ 
duals are those gathered by 
the National Association of 
Investment Clubs. Over the 
last 16 years these figures 
showed individuals tend to 
have larger gains than in¬ 
stitutionally managed funds 
in years when the market 
was fairly steady or on the 
upside and have larger 
losses than the institutional¬ 
ly managed funds when the 
market was sharply cn the 
downside. 

Media General Financial 
Services just released fig 
ures which show that for 
the year 1976, 41.4 per cent 
of 3.429 common stocks on 
its lists gained more than 
40 per cent. Since these 
stocks by and large are not 
of companies big enough to 
bo held by Institutions, this 
would be one measure of the 
success the public enjoyed 
with its stock holdings in 
1976. At the same time, the 
same organization checked 
the results of 416 mutual 
funds for the same period 
of time. Only 4.1 per cent 
had gains of more than 40 
per cent in 1976 as com¬ 
pared with the 41.4 per cent 
shown by their very broad 
group of 3,429 stocks.
